T. eir 
interests are the same, and it ia proposed 
to organize both associations into one at 
this convention. The proposition meets 
with general favor. A lame number o' 
bankers from various parts of the state 
are in attendance. They will discuss 
banking methods, interest, days of grace, 
etc., elect officers and Advocate legisla- 
tion that will not cripple or injure the 
banka 


The meeting this morning woe called 


to order by President J. J. P. Odell, jf 
Chicago, us 11:20 o'clock, and the convec- 
tion was opened with prayer by Rev. W. 
C. Miller if the Congregational ohnrch. 


ADDKMS OF WELCOME. 


After the prayer Hon. C. A. Ewing de- 


livered the address of welcome. 
He 


said in part: 


Mr. President ond Gentlemen: — I have 


been authorized on behalf of your mem- 
bers residing in this county, and the peo- 
ple of Decatur. to give you welcome to 
Deoatnr. I wish more Deoatnr people 
were present, bui the representatives ot 
the press can fill the deficiency. I wel- 
come yon because there is no class of 
men who are more entitled to the confi- 
dence and esteem of the people than the 
bankers.

for November 3Oth.

The physical wonders of 
that, our great work, are transitory and 
will soon bave vanished, but the broad- 
ening influence of our converse with all 
mankind, the freer sense of humanity 
which it begot and the more perfect ap- 
preciation of the beautiful, with which 
the lofty conceptions of so many masters 
imbued us, will ever remain."

The state fair mass meeting was held 


<;o-day in the circuit court room at the 
uonrt house, When F. M. Young, chair- 
man ot the general committee, called the 
meeting to order there were protnbly 
two hundred people present, the city and 
oonnty being well represented. During 
the session people kept coming in until 
nearly all of the seats were taken. 


Hon. R. H. Woodoodfc, of Macon, was 


chosen chairman, and C. C. Leforgee, ot 
Deoatnr, was selected 
as secretary. 


Chairman Woodcock entered upon hie 
duties with the statement that the people 
had assembled for the purpose of devis- 
ing plans to secure something for Deoa- 
tnr and Maoon oonnty which will be of 
incalculable good for the community. 


Major Young stated that a sub-commit: 


tee wns ready to submit a report' and 
Chairman W. C. Johns.arose to perform 
that duty. Hi) preceded tbe report by 
reading the requirements of the State 
Board of Agriculture submitted to the 
cities seeking tbe permanent location of 
the state fair. The report as submitted 
for adoption or rejection by Chairman 
Johns was as follows: 


PLAN OF ACTION. 


The undersigned, appointed by pre- 


liminary mass meeting of the the citizens 
of Deoatur to report to the present meet- 
ing a plan for its proceedings, and also 
to report plan for the organization of the 
committees necessary to carry on the 
work of securing tbe State Fair, beg 
leave respectfully to report: 


That taere should be appointed as few 


committees as are absolutely necessary 
t j carry on and have control of the differ- 
ent departments of the work made nec- 
essary by the specifications of the State 
Board ot Agriculture Bncl that these com- 
mittee should be as few in number as 
reasonable precautions will allow; and 
that to each of tbe committees author- 
ized to be appointed by this meeting, 
there should be given a power to add to 
its numbers and membership such per- 
sons as in the prosecutions of its work it 
may be deemed advisible. 


We recommend the appointment of the 


following committees; 


1st. 
A Chief Executive Committee of 


five members. 
This committee shall 


have charge of all tbe preparation for the 
presentation of the proposals of the 
Oonnty of Macon and the City of Decatnr 
to the State Board of Agriculture, in 
order to secure the permanent location 
of the Illinois Stale Agricultural Fair 
near the City of Decatur. All other com- 
mittees appointed by this meeting shall 
report to tbe Executive committee, end, 
as far as possible, ba subservient to its 
requests. It shall be the duty of this 
committee to make, with tbe aid of other 
committees, all necessary preparations to 
present to the State Board ot Agriculture 
the proposals of the people and corpora- 
tions of this vicinity in order to secure 
tbe location of the State Fair. 


2nd. A committee ot three on Corpor- 


ate Action. It shall be tbe duty of this 
committee: 


a. To procure an early meeting of the 


Board of Supervisors. 


b. To present, or cause to be present- 


ed, to such meeting, in appropriate reso- 
lutions, the action of said Board deemed 
necessary to aid in the general object, 
and to urge the adoption of the measures 
proposed, or such other measures and 
resolutions as the Board of Supervisors 
may suggest. 


o. To present to the City Council, of 


Deoatur in appropriate resolutions and 
prepared ordinances, such moaenres as 
may be deemed necessary in order to aid 
in the general object. 


d. To urge and procure the adoption 


of snob resolutions and ordidanoes. 


3d. A committee ot five on steam and 


street railways. It shall be the duty of 
this committee to proonre binding and 
permanent contracts with the varijus 
railways for the transportation of passen- 
gers and exhibits to and from the Fair, 
and to proonre from the street railway 
company a contract to extend two lines 
ot street railways to the fair grounds. 


4th. A committee of five on location 


of grounds. It shall be the duty of this 
committee to at once procure options 
for the purchase of desirable grounds 
for the location of the fair; to have ab- 
stracts of title for the same property pre- 
pared and examined; to have large plats 
of the various proposed grounds prepared, 
showing a mile track and the possible 
location of various buildings; and to em- 
ploy, if necessary, an engineer or sur- 
veyor to make each plats. 


5th. A committee of five on finance. 


It eball be tbe duty of thu committee to 
make estimates of the expanses ot all 
committees in the performance of their 
various duties, and to provide the money 
to pay such expenses; and to prepare 
and circulate, in every township in the 
oonnty, subscription papers to a general 
fund to be used in the payment for 
lands, and in making a general donation 
to the State Board of Agriculture, con- 
ditioned on the permanent location of 
the fair; and to collect, in cash, at least. 
five per cent, of tbe amonnts subscribed, 
in order to pay the expenses of the com- 
mittees ar,d to establish « fund of five 
thousand rlo'lnrs (S5 000) to be prnaonted 
to the State Bsard <il Airiculture at its 
meeting in January ..fit, m the form of 
a certified check, conditions 1 on ihe per 
manent location of tbe fair near Uepalnr. 


Each committee to be appointed by 


tbe chairman of this meeting and to ba 
hereafter announced, and to have the 
right and power to add to its numbers 
as it may be deemed advisable. 


On motion of Charlee Wheeler, second- 


ed by Jcshna G reen and others, the re- 
port was unanimously adopted. 


Chairman Woodcock will announce tbe 


various oommittees in a few days, when 
they will be published. He will exercise 
his best judgment in the selection of 
committemen from tne city and country, 
and every man named will be expected 
to work bard and unoaasingly for Deoa- 
tnr.

the written requirements will b* fulfilled. 
It is not known aow what will l.e expect- 
ed of the county board, H. 0.

Speaking of his 


recent visit to Hawaii and of the 
tangled political condition there, he 
said: 


"I have not indorsed, and I do not 


indorse, President Cleveland's propo- 
sition to establish a monarchy in Ha- 
waii, and I havn no criticism to make 
of ex-President Harrison's action in 
the premises. As a matter of fact and 
of record, the revolution of last Janu- 
ary in Honolulu was completed and 
the provisional government was in 
power forty-eight hours before ax- 
Minister Htevens requested the com- 
mander of the Boston to land marines 
in ordor to protect American lives and 
interests. 


"The argument urged by annexa- 


tionists is that the possession of the is- 
land by the United States would give 
us a naval rendezvous and coaling sta- 
tion. This privilege we now enjoy 
through the rights already given us in 
Pearl harbor. This is the limit of the 
good Hawaii can do UK, and no possible 
advantage could accrue from annexa- 
tion. On the contrary, the acquisition 
of those islands would make American 
citizens of a lot of mixed people, com- 
posed of refugee Europeans, objection- 
able Chinese and Japanese, native 
Kanakas, and even undesirable people 
who bpeak-tho English tongnt; who 
are not qualified in a,ny way to appre- 
ciate the blessings of this republic."

burned to death," was the startling re- 
port that reached the village about 11 
i. m. yesterday. The school house is 
situated two miles north of this vil- 
lage, and Miss Porter, a young lady, 
was the 
teacher. She lived 
here 


with 
her 
aunt. 
The 
only door 


to 
the 
school 
house 
opened 


into a large woodshed on the south 
side, which was filled with wood. By 
some means unknown to any one this 
took fire before the morning recess, 
and was a mass of flames when Miss 
Porter opened the door. The flames 
poured into the s chool room as from a 
furnace under the high wind, and it is 
supposed Miss Porter was suffocated 
almost at once by her clothing taking 
fire, as she stepped back a few feet and 
fell where her body was found. Her 
head was nearly all burned away and 
also one leg. 


John Willard, aged 4 years, son of 


Conrad Johnson, was als,o burned to 
death. He ran to the teacher for pro- 
tection when he met his sad fate. 


There were about twenty scholars in 


the school when the fire burst in at the 
door, and as Miss Way Porter opened 
the door all was at once confusion. 


There were two negroes in that 


school room, Melvin and Charles Cham- 
bers, aged 16 and 14 years, sons of 
James Chambers, and the oldest boys in 
the school. Their action undoubtedly 
saved many other lives. 
The only 


door to the school house was a sea of 
flame and no one could escape that 
way. The boys dashed out the win- 
dows and literally threw the children 
out to save their lives. 


Melvin was severely burned about 


his face, but remained in the school 
house until every child was rescued. 
Mr. Chambers .and Conrad Johnson 
saw the fire first from where they were 
drawing gravel at the creek and ran 
there horses to the scene. The whole 
building was a mass of flames, and 
nothing could be done to save it. 


People flocked to the place as fast as 


teams could carry them. Before they 
could reach them Chambers and John- 
son were met on the road with the 
charred remains of Miss Porter and 
the little boy coming to town. All 
that was left of the burned boy was his 
trunk and arms, the legs havinff been 
burnt entirely off. It was one of the 
most shocking occurrences that has 
taken place here in years.
